Andot the Greekgs that Troy did helpe toſpoyle, 
King Diomed, who with molt great delire, 
When he had ſpent histimewith paine 2nd toyla 
Ten yeares in warre, andthought hometo retire, 
Andtheretoliue and reſt ſecure from harmes, 
Hefound his men and countrey vp in arcs. 


With full intent his entry to withſtand, 

And to bereaue him of his Diadem 

And princely ſtate, thruſt him out of hisland, 

Who being thereby brought to that extreaim, 
Was forlt for his reliefe as [tories tell, 
Toſecke another Countrey where to dwell, 


Andentringin Calabria by ſtrength, 

He broughtthe Countrey toſubiection,

Intothe forme of Birds moſt rare and ſtrange. 


Which prelently did flic into the aire,

But as ſome Authors liſt hereof to wright, 
T hey lay this Metamorphoſis was don 
By Venus in her malice to that Knight, 
Becaule again{t.e/Eneas hir deare Son 
Feirce Diomede did call a cruell dart, 
As they too fought to ſtrike him tothe hart.

And therefore toPrince /aſonjle returne,

Grecians aſſembled to be renenged of the 


Nhat Grecian power did gainſt the Trojans goe; 
Irſcemes he had a great and ſpeciall care, 
Theforme and ſhape of everie Prince to ſhoe:

Andby that meanesinfuch wiſe with them dealt, 
T hat every one his bounty largely felt. 


Of many ſonnes he had, the eldeſt was 
Hettor,the famous Prince and worthy Knight 
Who all the world in valor did furpalle, 
Such was His courage, hardineſle, and might ; 
The very root and ſpring of Chivalry, 
As ancient Hiſtories doe certihe, 


And therewithall ſo ſober, wiſe, and ſad, 
Courteous, demure, and full of gentlenetle, 
Thatin his timeno Prince more honor had, 
And truth toſay,he did deſeruenoletle. 
Forvertuedid ſo much in him abound, 
T hatthroughout all the world he was renownd, 


Ot fleſh andbones he was ſo well compaR,

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Go valiant, ſtrong, and ſtout a Champion, A man ſurpalling in great eloquence, 
That equall vnto him neareany was, And did ſo much his mind wid) giue, 
For none with him could make compariſon, That he thereby artaind great ſapience, 
comuch he didin worthines ſurpalle. And of all thoſe thatin the Towne did live. 
For which his great and molt exceeding might, =Inlands and goods hedid them all (urpaile; 
He was a ſecond Hettor cal'd by right. SUCh and ſo great his gokd and trealure was; 
Hedid behauc himſelfe ſo valiantly | Amthenor was a ſlender man and tall, 
lathat great warre again(t his enemies. Right circumſpeR, and of good gouernment: 
[a loue he did perleuere conſtantly, Diſcreet, and wiſe, and elopuent withall, 
Andwas therein moſt ſecret, firime, and wiſe. Can in words, and onethat much time ſpent 
Of face molt faire, and of a plealant cheare, © ieſt when as he was in companie, 
Wherein no alteration did appeare. S0 dricly that no man could it elpic, 
Hewas ſo firme and conſtant in his heart, And therewith held his countenance ſo well, 
And therewithall ſo loving and1o kind, That every man receiued great content 
Thatnothing could ditſwadenor make him ſtart To heare him ſpeake, and prety ieltsto rell, 
From that which he had once decreed in mind. When he was pleaſant and in meriment:

Rehearſall of che points particular 

That wereagreed . For hisinrent 

Was only with a falſe pretence toſweare, 

T'obſerue and k treaty fraudulent, 
The which Snbouweich the Grerians made, 
Contrary vntothat which Priwhad 


Been made believe by him to have been done. 
For by theoath they tooke, they did ivdude 
And meant thartreafon only greed ypon
